J i bout one ch ild in 8 0(1-2.200 will be born with 
a gap of th e up p er lip or a cleft in th e h ard p ortion 
of th e up p er p art of th e mouth . Th e first of th ese 
Is called h arelip and th e second cleft p alate. Fre­ 
quently both are p resent. 
Th e basic condition is th e failure of th e lip or 
p alate to unite before th e ch ild is born. Wh at is re­ 
sp onsible for th is failure of normal develop ment, 
h owever, is still somewh at uncertain. 
Th ere is evidence, h owever, th at if th e moth er 
acquires German measles during th e first th ree 
month s of p regnancy , congenital defects of th is sort 
are more likely to occur. 
Indeed, th ere h ave been rep orts th at any ex cep ­ 
tional stress for th e moth er, p articularly early rn 
p regnancy , may increase th e ch ance th at th e ch ild 
will h ave some disturbance of th is nature. If th is 
th eory can be p roved, it may furnish th e clue to 
p revention. 
Alth ough th e cause remains uncertain, all are 
agreed th at h arelip or cleft p alate sh ould be treated 
by surgery and th at th is must be followed by skilled 
dental adjustments, sp eech training and oth er p ost­ 
op erative care. 
Th ere Is some difference of op inion on th e age at 
wh ich surgery sh ould be done. Some favor op eration 
wh en th e ch ild is about four y ears old, but oth ers 
feel th at it sh ould be done earlier in life.

teeth . Th us th e dental and orth odontic care 
sh ould be p rovided by sp ecialists in th ose fields 
Th e p arents of a ch ild with a h arelip or cleft 
p alate sh ould make sure th at th e y oungster gets 
ex p ert care early in life and th ey sh ould follow 
closely th e recommendations for treatment. 
A ch ild wh o is not treated w’ould not only h ave 
dental troubles, but also would suffer severe p sy ­ 
ch ological p roblems. Indeed, th e p sy ch ological as­ 
p ects are ex ceedingly imp ortant, since even with a 
successful op eration a y oungster h as a sligh t scar 
in most instances.

Says Director Lachman

N E W Y O R K cpi — “ Hollywood 
ruined m e,” said H a rry Lachm an. 
a famous painter who became a 
film director and now at TI has 
returned to his brush and easel. 


Never heard of H a rry Lach m an ? 
Well, he was a pioneer im pres­ 
sionist whose works hang in half 
a dozen leading museums and won 
him the French Legion of Honor. 
Opera singer M ary Garden once 
bought one of his paintings with a 
$3,000 check she had just received 
for singing ‘ A lda.’’ Endorsing the 
check to Lachm an she said, “ Art 
for a r t !" 


N ever heard of H a rry Lachm an? 
R em em ber “ Bab y Take a Bow-.’’ 
the

springboarded 
Shirley Temple to stardom ? Lach ­ 
man directed it.

The critics said 
it was ‘an artistic gem ,’ a frightful
